Senator Jackson wanted her to find out what the story was on Russian 
observers in the Middle East. She added there have been statements on 
the news about this today. I called her back a short time later and on the 
basis of a Reuters 1 dispatch and information in today*s bulletin, I briefed 
her on the thrust of Brezhnev's speech to the "World Congress of Peace- 
Loving Forces" in Moscow about the presence of Soviet observers in the 
Middle East. I told her that our information also indicated that Soviet 
observers were in Egypt. (I said there were somewhere between 60 and 
80 and that about 20 of these were interpreters, the rest being military 
officers. ) I went on to say that it appeared that the Soviets wanted to be 
in the position of complying with Sadat's request even though the United 
Nations has not accepted any Soviets into the UNTSCO. Fosdick thanked 
me for the information and said it served their purposes*
